BASEBALL SEASON 


The 1959 American Legion Baseball rules will include 
for the first time national regulations regarding play and 
conduct upon the field. For many years the program has 
operated under professional rules without governing 
League regulations. - : 

It will result in a consistent policy which will reduce 
the possibility of misunderstandings regarding situations 
arising on the playing field. In 1959 all teams will play un- 
der one set of governing regulations, which are carried in 
full in the 1959 Baseball Handbook. 

During the 32 years of Junior Baseball the number of 
teams has grown from 29 in 1926 to more than 18,000 in 
1959. During tthe period it has graduated more than 15 
million boys from it’s ranks and of these more than 2,000 
have become Major League stars. 

Comrade Lou Crites has again accepted the responsi- 
bilities of directing the affairs of the team. Lou has given 
of his time and effort for the past several years and has 
done an outstanding job. 

His team coach again this year will be Doug Clark. 
Doug is coach of the Astoria High School team and he 
tells us that this year he is real fortunate in having a 
large group of outstanding prospects. 

He anticipates the largest turn out that the team has 
ever had. Twelve of the boys have had Legion Junior Base- 
ball experience. In fact only two boys have been Jost from 
last years team. They are Ron Osmus and Sam Baker 
(Jewell). 

Of the 20 prospects two of them have hid 2 years with 
the team, Gerry Paulson and Ralph Wright. Those with 
one year experience are, Brian Thom, Jeff Craig, Larry 
Grey, Larry Hill, Barney Hughes, Bruce Hoffman, John 
Kallio, Bob Johanson, Norm Herth and John Palmberg.

It hardly seems that a year has 
passed since everyone was talk- 
ing, thinking and selling Poppies. 
But such has been the case and 
again it becomes of great im- 
portance to the Unit and all of 
it’s members. 

The Unit this year has adopted 
a somewhat different approach 


to the method of sale responsi- 
bility and supervision. Rather

NEW PENSION PROPOSAL 
INTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


The expected pension plan 
which the President requested 
the Administrator of Veterans 


Affairs to prepare was introduced 
as HR 6432 on April 15th. 

A brief analysis of the bill 
would indicate that the bill would 
radically change important as- 
pects of existing law governing 
eligibllity and the amount of pen- 
sion payable to veterans, widows 
and children with respect to need 
for pension but do not affect re- 
quirements as to service, disabili- 
ty or death. 

It would restrict the amount 
of pension which might be paid 
to veterans while being furnished 
hospitalization or domiciliary 
care 

If the bill becomes law, it will 
be effective July 1, 1960. It will 
not effect eligibility of any per- 
son receiving or entitled to re- 
ceive pension until July 1, 1960. 

The bill would substitute for 
the present flat rates of pension 
a new system of graduated rates 
matched with income ranges. If 
income should increase the pen- 
sion rate will decrease. 

All existing exclusions from the 
computation of income, except 
public and private charitable do- 
nations, would be eliminated. It 
would further nullify the effect of 
any waivers of other income, in- 
cluding those now permissable. 

Included in computation of in- 
come under HR 6432, as to the 
veteran, would be the income of 
his wife, unless they are _ es- 
tranged. 

It would introduce a net worth 
test and grant the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Administrator au- 
thority to deny or discontinue 
pension if in his estimation the 
claimant should use a portion of 
the “corpus” of the estate for his 
or her maintenance. 

The bill would generally pro- 
vide for very low amounts of pen- 
sion if the claimants other in- 
come is at or near the present in- 
come limitations under now ex- 
isting law. In all cases it would 
materially reduce the total 
amount a claimant may now re- 
ceive when present rates of pen- 
sion are added to the amount of 
the other income permissable un- 
der the present law. 


The bill would, after the second 
full calendar month, restrict the 


amount of pension payable to the 
veteran with or without depend- 
ents to not more than $30 per 
month, if he were confined in a 
Veterans Hospital or Domiciliary 
Home. 

If under the present law you 
are in receipt of $116 monthly 
from Social Security or from any 
other source and you have no de- 
pendents you can still receive 
your $78.75 a month if over 65. 

Under the new proposed HR 
6432 you would only qualify for 
$20 per month from the Veterans 
Administration as pension, 

The new pension proposal does 
not include death pension parity 
for World War II and Korean 
Conflict veterans’ widows and 
minor children. 

Every effort will be made to 
keep you posted on the develop- 
ments of the elgislation as they 
occur.
